Resort Is Guited 
by Fire.

ENOX (Mass.) April 11.—{[Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.} Her hair and 
night clothing blazing, Miss. Alice 
French leaped to her death from a 
famed-filled room during a fire that} 
swept the business section of this city: 
today. Five others died in.the flames, 
and three were.so feriously injured 
that there is little hope of their -re- 
covery. The money loss amounts to 
between. $200,000 and $300,000. 
The tragedy of Miss French's death 
was watched by several hundred peo- 
ple, many of whom rushed to save her; 
when she appeared on the baicony of 
a burning building, wrapped in flames, 
but they were driven back by the tear 
ful heat.

The fire was discovered early thia 
afrive on the scene, had gathered such 
headway that théir fight was almost!

The wind was high and sheets of fire 
were blown across the open spaces be- 
tween buildings, causing the flames to 
roar up the stairways of the structures 
on which they fastened. 

Handicapped. by lack of water and 
the gale, the firemen fought hard but 
for a time were unable to check the 
advance of the flames. It was when 
the fight was at its height and there 
seemed much danger that the entire 
business section of the city would be 
completely destroyed, that the first and

The crowds, which had assembled 
rapidly after the first alarm, were 
shocked to see the frail figure of a girl 
appear on the wooden balcony of the 
Cilffford building. 
BATHED IN FLAMES. 

The rooms at her back, even at the 
time, were a roaring furnace of flame. 
It was a marvel that she had ever 
suceeeded in reaching the  baicony. 
She was gowned in her night robe, 
round the hem of which flames were 
shootiag. Her long hair, uncoiled and 
blow n the wind, was blazing, and 
she scréamed with agony. 

For a full minute, that seemed like 
an hour to the watchere on the far 
curb, she stood poised on the railing 
of the baicony and then sprang to the 
street. Her body struck within a few 
feet of the walls of the burning build- 
ing and lay still, The crowd rushed 
forward, but a leaping flame, follow- 
ing an explosion of the dynamite, shot 
out of the building and dreve them 


back. The corpse lay where it fell, 
until the fire died away, when it was 
remov to the morgue.

Capt. William H. Roberts, United 
States Revenue Cutter Service (re- 
tired.) died suddenly in his apartments 
at the Hote! Frontenac, No. 212 South 
Grand avenue, yesterday morning. of 
heart disease. He was known all along 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and in 
the Philippines and Hawaii. 

The captain was born at Portland, 
Me., November 3, 1842... He entered the 
revenue cutter service in 1861 and was 
retired in 1906, with the rank of) 
senior captain, the highest in that 
branch of the navy. 

He wag with Dewey in the Philip- 
pine Islands, participated in many 
battles of the Civil War and was a 
member of the Greeley relief expedj- 
tion. 

For many years he was stationed in 
the Rehring Sea and haf a strenveus 
experience in protecting the seal fish- 
eries. When retired, he was in com- 
mand of the. revenue cutter Manning; 
at Honolulu.

VALUABLE COUNTERFEITS. 


Forged Coins That Are of Greater In- 
trinsic Value Than the Genu 
Ones. 


{New York Sun:] The unusual oc- 
currence of a counterfeit coin bring- 
ing far more than the value it was 
originally intended to represent by its 
makers took place last week when a 

vurious Spanish doubloon ef Charles 

of Spain, dated 1801, was sold for 
$60 at a sale of old cotna at the Col- 
lection Club in thie city, 

The coin was of excellent workman- 
ship and there was really no striking 


‘ 


diffe between jit and the genuine, 
but ins of being struck in gold it 
was composed of platinum of the 


purest quality which had been gilded. 

The intrinsic value of the Spanish 
doubloon in gold is about $15.61. The 
platinum counterfeit weighs 420 grains, 
which, at the prevailing m rate 
of 96 per cent. a pennyweight for piat- 
inum, would give this piece an intrin- 
sic value of $17. 

Platinum wags a favorite metal with 
counterfeiters some years ago, when 
its intrinsic value was about $6 an 
ounce. Many spurtous ten and twenty- 
tates gold pleces were 
turned out chiefly composed of this 
metal. The coins of Great Britain 
were also tampered with in the same 
manner. 

Spanish coins have been much coun- 
terfeited, perhaps more than the coins 
of any other country. . Even at the 
present time, Spain is redeeming coun- 
terfeit five-peseta pleces. These coing 
were made by private persons and 
were equal to the regular government 
coing In point of fineness and weight, 
the being satisfied with 
the seigfiiorage or difference between 
the face value of the coin and its val- 
ue in bullion silver. 

So ult are these illegal coins to 
distinguish from the genuine that the 
government hag authorized ir re- 
demption at bullion value. It is said 
that but. little distinction has been 

in Spain between the regular 
issues and the counterfeits, the two 
issues being accepted freely every- 
where, and it is declared that it ts 
not at all uniikely that a fair pro- 
,000,000 five-peseta 
pieces held in reserve by the Bank of 
Spain is made up of counterfeit coin. 

Some years ago, when silver had a 
very much higher value than at pres- 
ent and the Mexican dollar was worth 


session of the United States assayers 
at the Philadelphia mint. They as- 
sayed the coin and found it to be worth 
intrinsically $1.09. It seems that the 
mine from which the counterfeiters 
got their metal produced silver that 
was very strong in gold. Thus the 
aoe lost money by making coun- 
te te.

Since this discovery of over four 
years ago, the company, in its lab- 
oratory, has carried out a

A ypepresentativey visited the com- 
pany’s offices and laboratories, and was 
shown the results of the experiments

percha-like product. The chemists, in 
explaining these products, gave the re- 
porter a bit of interesting information 
to the effect that the chemical compo- 
sition of tabbyite was almost exactly 
the same as the chemical composition 
of the vegetable gum, caoutchouc, 
knowh to the general public as rub- 
ber.

About the only new chemical device that has 
nearly equaled the original natural product ig in- 
digo. The German chemists have invented a chem- 
ical coloring substance that answers about as well 
as that extracted from the plant growing abun- 
dantly in India. The substitution of scagliola for 
marble gives us an imitation that has -been very 
useful. A pillar made of this substance may be 
had at very much less expense than one of solid 
marbie; it polishes down. perfectly and has a very 
pleasing appearance. In the case of artificial. ivory 
we are told that this also takes a high polish an 
becomes exceedingly hard and therefore durable for 
a long time. But scagliola is not marble. It has 
not the lasting qualities of the natural rock, nor 
will it preserve its shape through ages as the 
marble will. The sculptured pillars at Rome 2000. 
vears old cut in real marble have preserved the 
figures carved un them quite as perfectly as if 
they were the best bronze. Not so with a scagliola 
pillar, or this artificial ivory. In the case of rub- 
ber, none of the substitutes for the natural product 
of the forest has been found which had the lasting 
elasticity of the real rubber. 

A good deal of effort is being made in Mexico 
and Central and South America to replace the par- 
tially exhausted forests of rubber trees by refor-

LONDON, March 24.— ta to 


literary fame usually drift to London 
at some period or other of their ca- 
reer. The magnetic attraction of the: 
metropolis draws people hither from 
the four corners of the globe, and 
though the market for literary wares 
seems already overstocked, more 
would-be authors are always coming. 
At a recent literary gathering at the 
Savage Club the topic was rnised as 
to whether or not authors were justi- 
fied in coming to London, rather than 
sending thelr stuff to some good agent 
to handle for them. There was a con- 
sensus of opinion that a good agent 
Wants finding; and it was generally 
agreed that to succeed in London a 
writer must actually live here. The 
Ways of the people must be studied 
and the turns of phrageology used in 
}/English newspapers and magazines 
mastered. It is almost impossible to 
succeed as a writer—at least, of short 
stories—in England without actual 
residence in the country. 

In this connection, it might be well 
to quote the experience of an Aus- 
tralian writer—Albert Dorrington— 
who came to London not long ago 
with the deliberate intention of ex- 
tracting a living by the writing of 
short stories in Londqn. Ags the ex- 
}perience he recites would apply equal- 
ly well to an American ecribe with a 
similar purpose, a few words from 
his pen will prove interesting. 

“From the outset,” he says, “it was 
apparent to me that the literary ad- 
venturer should be familiar with the 
best English and American magazine 
work; and that, after admiring, he 
should refrain for the rest of his days 
from producing anything that might 
resemble it. 

“I was prepared to wait a year or 
two, png earn enough to pay 
rent, say, a year. Conan Doyle 
in his first year made only §250. 
inexperienced young author writing 
at large in London is very much in 
the position of a soldier firing in the 
dark. He pots away blindly, hoping to 
make a hit with one of the hu&idred 
cartridges in his bandolier.” 

After about two weeks, Dorrington 
sold three of his short stories, reserv- 


ling all pat English serial rights—for 


$150. then ‘wrote twelve bucca- 
neer stories, which brought him in 
$2000. “Altogether,” he concludes, 
“with occasional newspaper work con- 
tributed to Australian and New Zea- 
land journals, my sales for 


a veritable gold mine to the literary 
seeker fame and wealth. It is 
not every author, however, who does 
-so well in his first year, or In many 
others which may follow. Readers will 
recall a. recent discussion ag to lIit- 
erary success in which it was shown 
that the first year of most authors 
showed a disastrous balance on the 
wrong side of the cash account, De- 
spite this splendid success as a short 
story writer, Mr. Dorrington has de- 
cided to devote his career to producing 
novels. One would have though that 
having discovered this gold mine of 
short fiction, he would not leave the 
claim until all its treasures had been 
exhausted. It would not be well for 
other short story writers to imagine 
that they could come to London and 
do likewise. The moral of this writer's
